. 
MENACING TOWNS 


ALL THE PEOPLE OF PRENTICE 


ARE FIGHTING FLAMES. 


Business is Entirely Suspended For the 


Purpose—Rains 
Have 
Decreased 


the Danger—Great Damage 
Done 


Through Wisconsin and Minnesota 
Timber Tracts. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 30—[Special! 


—The town of Prentice has been threat- 
ened _ by forest fires since •,yesterday 
•morning, but squnds of men have been 
patrolling the outskirts and have suc- 
ceeded in keeping the flames buck. As 
yet the fire has not reached the town 
and it seems as though .the gravest 
danger was passed. 


"Work has been suspended lo allow 


men to right the fires, The 
town of 


Phillips has heen saved by heavy rains. 
•which decreased the fires, 'but they may 
spring up again. 


The day was clear and fair. 
St. Paul. Sept. 30—[Special]—Rain 


has come to rescue the timber districts 
and lumber towns of Wisconsin. South 
Dakota and Minnesota, and the forest 
fires that have already caused immense 
damage have been ' partly 
quenched. 


Showers are reported in the fire strip. 
It is impossible to estimate the loss 
caused by the flames. It 
will go into 


the millions. The report that five chil- 
dren were burned to death in Cumber- 
land cannot be confirmed. 


Chippewa Falls, Sept. 30—[Special! 


—The forest fires are still creating great 
tavoc throughout this portion of° the 
Btate. No rain has yet 
fallen in the 


district tributary to this point and lum- 
ber companies are sending hundreds of 
men into the woods in an endeavor to 
save the standing pino. It is estimated 
that already 500.000.000 feet of lumber 
have been destroyed.

Thousands are still fight- 


ing the flames, but are making little 
headway ns everything is dry as tinder. 


Chippewa Falls, Wis., Sept. 30.—1'lre 


originating from burning forests de- 
stroyed half of Cumberland, a city ot 
1,500 people, Thursday, causing a prop- 
erty loss estimated at $225,000. About 
twenty-five families are homeless. 


Five children are reported burned to 


death. 


A large saw mill is among the build- 


ings burned, throwing many out of em- 
ployment. Rain saved the entire city 
Irani being burned. 


Almena, a town of 300, and Paskin, a 


town of 200, both on the "Soo" line, 
this county, have been wiped out. 


Clayton; of 300 people, is gone, and a 


large portion o£ Clear I^ake, 600 inhab- 
itants, was destroyed. 


The wind was blowing here at tho 


rate of forty miles an hour all Thurs- 
day afternoon and evening, fanning the 
fire in the forests until nearly every 
section of the woods In northern Wis- 
consin is ablaze. 


No rain fell, although a storm threat- 


ened. The loss to lumbermen is enor- 
mous, as millions of feet of pine, ara 
going up in smoke every hour. 


The city of Barron, on the Soo line,

by fire 


Tanners 'with their families are com 
ing into the towns with whatever | 
household goods could be saved. 


The bridge on the Soo line, eight 


miles from Barron was burned and all 
trains are suspended in consequence. 


Glenwood, a town of 2,000, between 


Ckippowa Falls and St. Paul, has been 
saved after twelve hours' heroic work 
by the citizens. 


Thousands of feet of hardwood tim- 


ber surrounding the town were de- 
stroyed. 
Forty-eight farmhouses be- 


tween Glenwood and Chippewa Falls 
were destroyed, including thousands ol 
dollars' worth of stock, grain and ma- 
chinery.

VOTE FOR PROHIBITION. 


liquor Men Thought to He Defeated lu 


Camulu. 


Toronto, Ont., Sept. 30.—The vote 


on prohibition taken in Canada Thurs- 
day appears to have been slightly in 
favor of the federal government pass- 
ing such a measure and enforcing it 
in all the provinces. 
Owing to the 


great difficulty in getting complete re- 
turns of the vote from all parts ot 
Canada an accurate idea of the result 
of the vote cannot be obtained, but 
the returns warrant the belief that the 
total in all the provinces gives a major- 
ity of between 5,000 and 10,000 in favor 
of prohibition. The vote was generally 
smaller in Ontario than expected, but 
in the province of Nova Scotia, where 
prohibition already prevails as a pro- 
vincial measure, and in New Bruns- 
wick and the province of Quebec the 
vote ivas large. 


In Ontario all the cities but two gave 


majorities against prohibition.

In short, he affirms 


that the heart does not move

blood or force its circulation; 
that 


the air one breathes is the incentive 
to blood action, an'd that the heart 
relatively acts as a mare governor of 
a machine. 


Dr. Rodermund is evidently bold and 


sincere, for he wrote the following to 
a Chicago member of the profession 
who asked for a full explanation of his 
theory: 


Dear Doctor: I am pleased that a 


few persons are at least becoming in- 
terested in the subject of my theory of 
the circulation of the blood. OC course 
I cannot expect to have my theory ac- 
cepted in such an important matter, 
inasmuch as I am the first physician 
that ever framed such an idea. 
As 


I am not known—that means skepti- 
cism. 
Well, I think that will prore 


good in the end, for I did net want 


or during any hot weather? 
Because 


you do not get the force and power of 
the circulation of the blood. 
For the 


lack of quality or of oxygen In the air 
the pulse will be found weaker, not 
having the volume nor force as in 
clear or cold weather. 


'*The reason people suffocate by gas 


in a room, or when packed in a closed 
room, or in a room filled with smoke, 
is from want of oxygen and not from 
the gases, as formerly supposed, al- 
though the smoke or gases are respon- 
sible for the disappearance of the oxy- 
gen. 


"Another 
practical illustration is, 


when cutting the arteries of the necks 
of bullocks in a slaughter house with- 
out cutting the trachea, and when the 
animals have nearly bled to death,the 
blood running 
leisurely, they 
often 


make several strong efforts to breathe 
when the pulsation and spurting of 
the blood will renew with activity. 


"Another strong argument that the 


heart cannot propel the blood is that 
size (all other things being equal) is 
a measure at power. 
It is estimated 


that the heart in order to accomplish j 
the task of propelling the blood to all 
parts of the body exerts a power at ev- 
ery pulsation equal to fifty pounds', 
varying in different persons according 
to health, labor, etc.

equal to 200,000 pounds every hour
